[[(a)]] determining a normal replay section and a fast forward replay section with 
consid e ring based on shot index information and a current replay location; and 

[[(b)]] replaying the video contents from the current replay location at 
corr e sponding speeds aocofdm§ corresponding to the determined sections. 

2. (Currently amended) The dynamic method of claim 1 , wherein th o step (b) 
replaying the video contents from the current replay location comprises th o st o ps of : 

{te-4) fast-forwarding the video contents from the current replay location at a 
speed as fast a s th o r o plav sp ee d of corresponding to the fast forward replay section; 
and 

(b-2) replaying the video contents at a normal speed as fast as tho sp e ed of 
corresponding to the normal replay section when a r e p l ay location of th e vid e o contents 
accords with a start location of the normal replay section is reached. 

3. (Currently amended) The dyn a mic method of claim 1 , wherein the normal 
replay section is determined usin§ based on a start location and length information 
obtained from the shot index information. 



4. (Currently amended) The dynamic method of claim 1 , whor o in, in th o normal 
r o play section, further comprising replaying audio contents as well as the video contents 
are r e played at a normal speed in the normal replay section . 

5. (Currently amended) The dynamic method of claim 1 , wherein the shot index 
information comprises section information in a stream for an individual shot that is a 
physical editing unit of the video contents.

12. (Currently amended) The dynam i c method of claim 1 , wherein , when th e 
video contents ar e fast forw ar d e d for mor e than a pred o tormin e d p e riod d e fin e d in th e 
dynamic s e arch, replaying the video contents is_automatically b e gin to b e replay e d 
initiated at a normal speed during the fast forward replay when the video contents have 
been fast-forwarded for more than a predetermined period defined in a dynamic search . 

13. (Currently amended) A dynam i c searching method of dynamically searching 
video contents , the method comprising the st e ps of : 
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(a) when a dynamic search is r e quested during a vid e o browsing, determining a 
normal replay section with consid e ring based on shot index information and a current 
replay location of the video contents when a dynamic search is requested during a 
video browsing ; 

[[(b)]] fast-forwarding the video contents at a high speed from the current replay 
location to a start location of the normal replay section; 

[[(c)]] replaying the video contents at a normal speed as fast as th e sp e ed of in 
the normal replay section when a replay location of the video contents is [[a]] the start 
location of the normal replay section; and 

(d) wh e n the r o p l ay o f th e video contents on tho normal r o play s e ct i on is 
completed, rep e at e dly p e rforming tho st e ps (a) to (c) repeating determining, fast- 
forwarding, and replaying when replaying the video contents in the normal replay 
section is completed .

a us e r c le ar l y r e qu e sts response to a user request for the normal replay during the fast 
forward replay in a dynamic search mode, a cas e tha t or when a replay location of the 
video contents reaches a start location of a shot whose in which the normal replay 
section is long during the fast forward replay for the dynamic search. 

18. (Currently amended) A dynam i c s e arching An apparatus [[of]] comprising a 
function of dynamically searching video contents , the apparatus comprising: 

a media storage unit for storing the video contents; 

an index storage for storing shot index information [[on]] of the video contents; 
an index generator for generating the shot index information of the video 
contents; 

a controller for determining a normal replay section and a fast forward replay 
section by using based on the shot index information, and controlling to repl ay replaying 
the video contents according to the determined sections; and 

an output unit for outputting the replayed video contents at speeds 
corresponding to the determined sections . 

19. (Currently amended) The dynamic apparatus of claim 1 8, wherein the 
controller comprises: 

a command interpreter for generating commands for r e playing contro l controlling 
replay , recording control, nonlinear video browsing control and indexing control to 
provide functions of feeofd recording , index generation, replay and dynamic search; 

a record controller for controll i ng to stor e storing the video contents in the media 
storage unit; 

a replay controller for outputting the video contents to the output unit, control l ing 
to r e play th e replaying contents of an entire video cont e nts , and providing a nonlinear 
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video browsing function and fast-forward/fast-rewind functions; and 

an index manager for delivering storage information on the video contents to the 
replay controller to provide the fast-forward/fast-rewind functions, and providing the shot 
index information to the non l inear vidoo brows i ng replay controller. 

20. (New) The method of claim 1 , wherein the video contents are replayed at a 
normal speed in the normal replay section and at a high speed in the fast forward replay 
section. 

21. (New) The apparatus of claim 18, wherein the video contents are replayed at 
a normal speed in the normal replay section and at a high speed in the fast forward 
replay section. 
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
